“ Sines I wrote you by the. Profexping, -the frigates were 
all fent to Antigua.and St Chriftophers,:-and there embark- 
ed on board them the 28th regiment, the §5thy and~ the 
flank companies of two others, (thofe troops that behaved 
fo gallantly in the defence of St Lucia), with artillery and 
We proceeded to St Lucia, the place of rendez- 
vous, and joined Admiral Parker’s fleet ‘of: 12 fail-of the 
line 5 four of which,. with fome tranfports aid troops, un- 
der the command of Commodore Fcttines and General 
Vaughan, were ordered for the intended expeditioii to re- 
take St Vincents and Grenada, which we were, well affured 
of being in a very weak ftate ; in “Grendda not above 600 
troops, 200 of which were fo ill of fevers ag not to be able 
to bear arms. We were to have failed next morning ; but, 
in the evening, we perceived a yery large fleet. of mein of 
war, trayfports, and merchantmen going into Martinique, 
and Commodore Coilingwood, ‘with four fail of the line, 
joined Admiral Parker, who’ had like tohave been taken by 
the French fitet on his cruizé to ‘wiftidward of Defeada. 
This entirely altered all our fchemes;. the thips, being 16 of 
the line, were all drawn up in line of battle for the defence 
of St Lucia, and all the troops were fent, without a.mo- 
ment’s lofs of time, to the different’ iflands they had been 
drawn from, for fear of the French making an -immediate 
attack upon fome of them. .The French, to the number of 
25 fail of the line, and fome heavy frigates, ftood over to- 
wards St Lucia, and Admiral Parker, with our fleet, got 
under way, and offered them battle, which they declined, 
and made off.
